THE TEST. 



Tie object of the Dominion Govern- 
ment- in dissolving the House one year 
before the date of its constitutional ex- 
piration is explained in Lord Lome's 
ipeecli at the prorogation. It 1ms been 
found difficult to induce capitalists to 
embark in Canadian enterprises unless 
soino positive assurance has first been 
• iven that the national and railway 
policies of thejgovernment will not be 
subjected to rude and sudden change. 
As long as capitalists are k?d to believe 
that the Liberals havo a ghost of a 
chance of returning to power at the 
next general election they will refuse 
to loosen their purse-strings; indus- 
tries of every description will lag, ami 
the progress of the country bo checked 
in consequence. In dissolving the 
government have adopted the only 
practicable plan for testing their popu- 
larity and giving the necessary assur- 
ance to the holders of money. We 
feel confident that the government 
will be sustained. British Columbia, at 
any rate, will return a contingent that 
will vote solidly in support of the min- 
istry. No opposition candidate need 
apply to any constituency in the Pa 
L'ific province with the slightest hope of 
success. The people will stand by the 
government that has done and is. doing 
so much for them. 



THE MURDERED OFFICIALS. 

akotohos of Lord Cavandlsli and 
"Cfador Socrotary Burlso, aad thoir 
flaco of Assassination. 

(New Vorli World.) 
Lord Frederick Charles (Javondish, 
Chief .Secretary of Ireland and Member 
of Parliament for the northern division 
of the West Riding of Yorkshire, was the 
second son of the Duke of Devonshire, by 
his wile. Lady Blanche Howard, daugh- 
ter of the sixth Earl of Carlisle, and his 
elder brother, the Marquis of Efnrting- 
ton, being unmarried, was secend in suc- 
cession to tli ducal title and estates. 
He was horn on the l!0th of November, 
1830, and was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, whero he was graduated 
ill 1858, with the standing of senior op- 
timo. His father, it may be remembered, 
went up for his degree in 1S20 from the 
same college, and was only defeated for 
the senior wranglcrship by the late Dr. 
Phillpot, afterwards Bishop of W orcester, 
nn whom, however, he turned the tables 
in tho subsequent contest for the Smith 
prize. In 1850 Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish visited the United States in com- 
pany with Lord Richard Grosvonor, a 
brother of tho Duke of Westminster, and 
with tho Hon. Evelyn Ashley, the secre- 
tary and biographer of Lord Palmeraton. 
On his return Ire became private secretary 
to tho then president of tho council, Earl 
Granville, in whoso ollicial family ho re- 
mained till 18G4. In that year he mar- 
ried, on tho 7th of June, one of the 
Queen's maids of honour, the Hon. Lucy 
Caroline, second daughter nf the fourth 
Lord Lyttleton, who survives him, but is 
childless. At the general election of 
July, 1865, Lord Frederick entered Par- 
liament, being returned without opposi- 
tion as one of tho two Liberal members 
for the West Riding of Yorkshire. When 
that constituency was divided three years 
later he and his colleaguo, the late Sir 
Frank Crossley, were returned without 
opposition for the northern division in 
November, 1808. At the general elec- 
tions of 1874 and 1880 the Liberal's elec- 
ted both members, Lord Frederick - on 
each occasion heading the poll with a 
trine more votes than his colleague, .Sir 
M. Wilson, Bart. In July, 187-', he be- 
came Mr. Gladstone's private secretary, 
and when the ministry was rearranged in 
August of tho following year became a 
Junior Lord of tho Treasury. Retiring 
w ith his chief in February, 1874, he re- 
turned to office with him in May, 1880, 
as Financial Secretary of tho Treasury, 
with a salary of i'2000 a year, an office 
which he held until, on Mr. Forstor's re- 
tirement last week, he was made Chiof 
Secretary for Ireland. He was desuribed 
on his own authority as "a Liberal, in 
favor of the total abolition of church 
rates and completo religious liberty." 

The Duke of Devonshire, besides the 
100,000 acres ho holds in eleven English 
shires, owns 32,770 acre3 in Cork, 27,540 
in Waterford, and 0000 in Tipperary, in 
which county, it may bo added, a con- 
siderable estate is held by Lord Water- 
ford, tho head of a younger branch of the 
Cavendish family. 

Jilt. BURKE. 

ML Thomas Henry Burke, Under- 
Secretary for Ireland, was born on the 
•J'Jth of May, 1829. Ho was tho second 
son of the late William Burke, of Knock - 
nagur, Gahvay, cousin to Sir John Lionel 
Burke, Bart, of Glinsk, in that county. 
His mother, Fanny Xavior Tuckor, was 
the half sister of Cardinal Wiseman and 
the daughter of General ODonohu, tho 
last Spanish Viceroy of Mexico. Through 
the drowning in 1851 of his older brothor, 
Richard, and the death of his father in 
1877, the gentleman who was murdered 
yesterday became' heir presumptive to 
the baronetcy. 

PHCENIX PARK. \ 

Phoenix park is in the west of Dublin, 
on the northerly side of the Lifley river, 
from which it is only separated by Con- 
yngham road. The park is approached 
over King's bridge f.om Victoria quay, on 
tho old Dublin side of the river, or from 
Barrack street. The park is seven miles 
round, and contains the Mounts of Bar- 
racks, Zoological Gardens and tho vice- 
regal lodge of the lord lieutenant, and 
also the official residenco of the chief sec- 
retary. Thirteen hundred vases of the 
l>ark have been entirely thrown open. 
Tho park is still a royalty, but for a very 
long time has been publicly used. The 
park contains a large number of fine old 
trees, walks and drives, and has yearly 
boon improved. In it is tho obelisk, 200 
feet high, known as the Wellington tes- 
timonial, and called by the citizens * ' Irish 
milestone." Before the massive granite 
pedestal on which the obelisk stands are 
inscribed accounts of the victories of the 
great duko, and around this was held sev- 
eral years ago tho great amnesty meeting, 
that was violently dispersed. Thero is a 
monument also to Lord Chesterfield, on 
tho top of which is a phoenix; and there 
is a statue of Lord Carlisle. The park is 
the pride of Dublin and of all Irishmen 
who havo visited it. When first laid out 
it was entirely in tho suburbs, and within 
lio the celebrated 15 acres, on which so 
many duels havo been fought. 



EUROPE. 

London, May IS. — In the House of 
Commons Gladstone, replying toNorth- 
.cote, said lie hoped that the second read 
ing of the repression bill would bo 
continued to-night. If not the debate 
would lie cpntinued till the morning 
sitting. ETe would take the second 
reading of the arrears bill Monday. 
He would also ask for a provincial sup- 
ply for the month. He would there- 
fore ask tho House to sit as a whole 
next week, including, if necessary, 
Saturday. 

The speaker announced the only pa- 
ragraph in Q'Donnell's amendment to 
the repression bill in order was that 
one declaring the bill a fatal obstacle to 
good government tranquility. O'Don- 
noil denounced the bill. 

Col Hurst, liberal member for the 
county of Cork, supported the bill. 
He condemned tho cowards who issued 
the no rent manifesto and did not pro- 
test against the murders committed in 
support ef it. 

'"Gladstone stated that the warrant 
out against Sheridan was not cancelled. 

Trevellyn, chief secretary for Ireland, 
re-elected to Parliament, was cheered 
as he took his seat. 

London, May 18. — The reform club 
by a vote of .'382 to 361, rejected Hart- 
ington's proposal for the election of 
members by the committee instead of 
the whole club. 

St. Petersburg, May IS.— Tho da- 
mage done by the anti-Jewish move- 
ment, including houses, breads tuffe and 
other property destroyed, and money 
taken away by emigration of Jews, 
amounts to $1 10,000,000 all lost to 
Russia. To this must be addod the 
losses from preventing labor and pro- 
tit, not only of Jews but others dur- 
ing the riots and from stagnation of 
trade generally, which would increase 
the total by many more millions. 

Liverpool, May IS. — The Mayor 
cordially welcomed the J cannot te's sur- 
vivors af luncheon. He toasted the 
guests and expressed admiration for 
their gallant enterprise. Consul Pack- 
hard proposed tho health of Danen- 
hower and Newcomb. A toast to the 
lost comrades was drank in silence. 
Consuls Pack hard and Shaw escorted 
the party to the steamer. 

London, May 17. — The Standard 
says: On second reading of the repres- 
sion bill. The clause relating to pub- 
lic meetings and newspaper publica- 
tions, will be greatly modified. By (lis 
satisfaction among home rulers witij 
tho Kilmainham compact, Parnell's 
position as leader is endangered. 

London, May 18. — Fear of being 
arrested in connection with the murder 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Burke is now so general in foreland that 
the peasantry travelling outside of 
their diitric's arc applying to the po- 
lice for passports. Many emigrants 
leaving the south of Ireland for Ame- 
rica resort to the same course. 

London, Xay 18.— -Advices from 
Sohain, Upper Egypt, say the eclipse 
of the sun was successfully observed at 
at the place yesterday by English, 
French and Italian astronomers. A 
line comet was discovered close to the 
sun and its position was determined by 
photography. The spectroscopic and 
ocular observations just before and 
during the period of totality gave the 
most valuable results. 

Canterbury, May 18. — The Upper 
House of ( 'onvocation has agreed upon 
a form of prayer for the use during 
the present troubles in Ireland. It 
asks for preservation from secret con- 
spiracies and open violence, the ap- 
peasement of tumults in Ireland and 
the healing of her sores. 

Cork, May 19. -The.stoaiuship Wis- 
consin, which arrived at New York the 
17th inst., sailed from Qucenstown at 
8 o clock, Sunday forenoon, .May 7th. 
All passengers, including Turner, who 
was taken into custody at New York, 
reported at the company's ollico the 
previous evening. Hence it was im 
possible for the assassin to have been 
on board. 

London, Mny I 'J. — Thomas O'Con- 
nor, an Irish American, was arrested in 
Chatsworth Park, the seat of the Dukeof 
Devonshire, at. midmight, on the charge 
of being there unlawfully. O'Suea, 
member of Parliament, writes the pa- 
per, affirming that despite the denial 
of Forster, they had been in frequent 
communication, and it was Forster 
who .suggested the best plan was for 
O'Shea to visit Kilmainham jail. 

London, May 19. — A very disast- 
rous fire is reported at Lyons; the loss 
is estimated at *800,000. Three thou- 
sand persons are thrown out of employ- 
ment.

LATEST FT.OU: ALASKA. 

I Tho Ice Not Yet Out of the Stickeoa. 

The City of Chester arrived at Depart- 
j urc Bay at noon on the 18th, and is tak- 
ing in a cargo of coal for San Francisco, 
J which will probably detain her until Men- 
clay , when sho will leave for San Fran- 
cisco, calling only at Port Tuwnscnd to 
land mails. 

Mr. Oakford, collector of customs at 
Wrangcl, to whom we are indebted for 
the following information, and Dr. Strauss 
of tho Berlin Geographical Society, came 
from Nanaimo on the W. G. Hunt yes- 
terday. 

There is no exciting news from Alaska. 
At Sitka all was quiet, and all tho able- 
bodied residents — Indians and Russians — 
were leaving for tho Takou inine3. At 
Uarrisburg, or, ob it is now styled, Ju- 
neau City, there had been an Indian dis- 
turbance, which had been quelled without 
loss of life by the resolute attitude of tho 
white citizens. Two quartz mills had 
arrived at Uarrisburg, and wero boing 
erected 011 Douglass Island, opposite Ta- 
ken. On the placer diggings tho snow 
was still from ten to fifteen feet deep, and 
work was not expected to begin before tho 
middle of duly. 

At Wrangel all was quiot. Several old 
residents were leaving for Uarrisburg. 
The steamer Gertrude started on her first 
trip for the season toGlcnora on the 12th 
May, but was unable to proceed up tho 
Stickeen, which was completely blocked 
up with ice, and returned to Wrangel the 
next day. Mr. Robert Lipsett expected 
to make another attempt to go up tho 
river on the 23d inst. The U. S. ship 
Wachusett arrived at Wrangel from Sitka 
on the 6th inst., and anchored in Labou- 
chore harbor. Capt. Piersonof tho Wachu- 
sett coincides with his predecessor, Capt. : 
Glass, in the opinion that Wrangel should : 
be the chief naval station of Alaska. The j 
Wachusett will visit two or three sottle- 1 
ments upon the coast and returnto Wran 
gel to await the arrival of the IT. S. S. 
Adams, sent up to relieve the Wachusett. 
The large steam launch formerly belong- 
ing to tho U. S. S. Jamestown was sent 
down from Sitka in charge of Lieut. Selim 
Woodworth of tho Wachusett, and after 
a perilous passage of twelve days arrived 
at Wrangel on the 12th.

I heard he 
got a big 'mesa,' but_ I'll bet it wasn't as 
big a 'moss' as he's made of this dock." 
Another townsman directed his batteries 
against Mr. Speaker. "Now," said lie, 
"I suppose they call him Mr. Speaker be- 
cause ho can't speak. Here ho lias sat for 
four sessions in that House and never 
opened his mouth once. He's of little 
more importance -than the steam-engine 
that Paddy saw cutting down a bank. 
'Arrah,' said Pat, 'ye divil, ye can wurrk, 
but, bad luck to ye, ye can't vote'!" Re- 
minded that tho Speaker had volod to 
keep tho government in on three occasions, 
the Esquimalter retorted," Yes, and by the 
powers, we're going to vote to keep him 
out in consequence." W. X. Solleck has 
commenced to lay the foundations of a 
new two-story hotel on the site of the old 
building. The drydock site presents a 
sorry appearance — heaps of clay, half 
finished walls, rusting cars and trucks and 
unused derricks remaining like so many 
accusers to taunt the government with in- 
capacity and neglect. 

Troublo at Harriaburgr, Alaska. 

Mr. Paul Shulze, President of tho 
Northwestern Trading Co., has handed 
tho Oregonian the following letter from 
the Hon. I. S. Oakford, collector of cus- 
toms at Wrangel, under date of -4th inst: 

The Otter leaves tbia afternoon for 
Victoria, and it may interest you to know 
all that we know hero of tho reported dis- 
turbances at Uarrisburg. Five days ago 
a canoe bound from Uarrisburg to Fort 
Simpson was spoken off this harbour, and 
reported that there was fighting between 
two parties of white men, and that two or 
three had been shot to death. A well 
manned can 1100 had left Harrisburg for 
Sitka to beg the immediate presenco of the 
Wachusett at Harrisbiirg. Tho more I 
investigated the story the lessl was inclin- 
ed to believe in its gravity. Yot it did 
look as if tho whites had interfered in tho 
defence of tho Stickeen's, (tho weaker 
party) and Seynono killed. Wilson said 
something about a canoe having gono in 
search of the Wachusett, but ho and 
others sent a letter to Capt. Pearson, pre- 
suming that he would be at Wrangel, 
and other letters for the Wachusett are at 
this office awaiting the arrival of the ship. 
I have given you all the information wo 
have from Harrisburg. My belief is that 
tho Wachusett is gone there, based main- 
ly on the fact that Capt. Pearson spoke 
so positively about coming here, fixing 
the 28th as his sailing day from Sitka. I 
don't think he would have changed his 
plans without some urgent reason. 

Plat Mining Opposite Yalo. 

The Sentinel has a readable account of 
mining operations on tho flat opposite 
Vale. The editor has been over tho 
ground and found a number of companies 
at work on tho flat, whero water is being 
brought in by means of a ditch. It is quite 
evident that the river formerly ran close 
to the foot of the mountain, and all tho 
ground opposite Yalo has been washed 
thereby high water, floods, etc. , down 
the canons and from the mountain sides.
